Does Your Neighbor Have 


a Bible? 


BY JOHN W. OSBERG 


HERE do Bibleless Americans live? Many live in 

Bibleless homes, but where are Bibleless homes 
‘to be found? To be sure, there are many in the back 
roads and across the tracks; but what few people real- 
ize is, that there are Bibleless homes in every com- 
munity—perhaps next door. 

The Bible Society has a long-standing concern to 
reach such homes with the Word of God. In the State 
of Connecticut the Eastern District of the American 
Bible Society attempted to find out if there was a way 
in which Bibleless homes might effectively be 
reached, and so in the spring of 1954 it launched a 
program to that end. It was carried out jointly with 
the Connecticut Bible Society through the Depart- 
ment of Evangelism of the Connecticut Council of 
Churches. So far as is known, this is the first such effort 
on a statewide scale. 

The plan itself was initiated by a letter sent to 
each one of the 900 pastors in Connecticut. The let- 
ter began: “It is our conviction that the Bible and 
evangelism are inseparable, and that when people be- 
gin reading the Scriptures seriously they are on the 
threshold of a spiritual experience.” It then went 
on to explain that through the joint efforts of the 
Bible Societies free editions of the American Bible 
Society’s 90-cent Bible would be available in reason- 
able quantities to any pastor who wished to place 
them in Bibleless homes within his parish. The letter 
further stated that ministersand churches who did not 
feel they needed such missionary help, but still liked 
the idea, might purchase the books at cost price. In 
addition to Bibles other materials were offered, in- 
cluding an ‘“‘Annual Bible-Reading List,” “Getting 
More Out of the Bible” and a catalogue of English 
Scriptures. A coupon was provided on which all of 
these materials might be ordered. It was suggested 
that the pastor and others in the church make the 
distribution individually if possible, explaining the 
use of the Bible to the recipients. The letter was 
signed by the Chairman of the Department of 
Evangelism and the Secretary of the Council of 
Churches. 

Such was the offer, and these are the results: 

Over seven percent of the ministers of Connecticut 
requested materials. To be sure, not all of them 
asked for Bibles, some requesting only the helpful 
materials to encourage Bible reading; but a great 
many did want the Word of God. Over 900 Bibles 
were distributed in the project. Now and then an 
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Rev. A. S. Lund, pastor of the First Congregational Church 
of Windham, Conn., finds a young mother who gladly 
accepts a Bible for her Bibleless home 


order would arrive with a little note such as the o 
that said, ‘“‘We feel we would like to share in thi 
ministry and will pay the full price for each of t 
books we use.” 

The District Secretary, in calling on some of t 
ministers who had participated in the program, fe 
that here indeed was a basic Christian service. Sor 
churches put the question to Sunday-school children 
bluntly, asking for a show of hands of those who di 
not have a Bible in their own homes. Hundreds @ 
Bibles were thus distributed. Other ministers cho 
to make the survey by personal calling. One of thi 
discoveries made in this project was that Biblele 
homes were not confined to the underprivilege 
alone, but to many others where the luxuries of lik 
did not include the priceless Word of God. 

The District Secretary called at one home wher 
the young wife confessed that in establishing thei 
home she and her husband had not thought about 
Bible but that, now that they had one, they rea 
every day from it and were also reading from it 
pages to their three-year-old daughter. .

treats their despair by opening to them the Scriptures. 

How we wish we had a complete record of all 
He said that day! We do know He told them 
“Christ ought to have suffered these things and 
to enter into His glory.” We can well assume 
that He pointed out to them that there are no 
short cuts; that the only way is by the long, hard 
journey from the manger cradle to the cross. 

A little later, at supper, they recognize Him 
in the breaking of bread; and He vanishes out 
of their sight.

oME complete book of the Bible has now been published 
S in 1,084 languages and dialects since the printing of the 
Gutenberg Bible about 500 years ago. Perhaps a third of 
these publications are no longer in print, but most of the 
others are in use in some part of the world. Most of them 
have been published by the Bible Societies, who have en- 
couraged missionaries to put the Scriptures into the lan- 
guages of the people among whom they worked and to 
prepare translations of at least a single Gospel. The figures 
stand, as of December 31, 1954, as follows:

There are a 
considerable number of languages, some 80 of them includ- 
ed on previous lists, in which short passages or collections 
of passages have been published, but in which no complete 
book of the Bible has yet appeared. 

The whole Bible was published for the first time in 
Ndonga, Ruanda and Negala (Bangala) in Africa; in 
Maltese, spoken on the Island of Malta; in Sindhi in 
Pakistan and in Cambodian.

The list of new languages is much shorter than usual thi 
year, but it must be remembered that many missionarie 
are at work adding new books toward completing a Ne 
Testament or Bible, a slow, laborious, time-and-patience 
consuming task. Still others are engaged in revision 0 
earlier, tentative translations. 

The work of making the Word speak more effectively 
and directly to people in many countries is constantly go 
ing on. No table of statistics can reflect this constant study 
nor the effect the reading of these carefully prepared pages 
has in the lives of people everywhere. 


Washington Promotes Bible Reading 


The 1954 Worldwide Bible Reading program of the 
American Bible Society was supported by thousands 
of religious and secular organizations throughout the 
United States. Radio and television stations in every 
state encouraged Bible reading with spot announce- 
ments that reached millions of listeners. (See page 71). 

In Washington, D.C., the Capital Transit Com- 
pany, largest of the city’s bus and street car companies, 
volunteered to promote the work of the Bible Society. 
For twelve days during the Thanksgiving to Christmas 
Worldwide Bible Reading period, 50 of Capital 
Transit’s street cars carried ‘Read the Bible Daily” 
posters. 

Washington, D.C., like other big cities in America, 
was able to secure the cooperation of companies like 
Capital Transit through the organization of Universal 
Bible Sunday committees. The Washington, D.C. 
committee under the chairmanship of Mr. Arthur

o the local newspaper the above headline was the im- 
Be cnt item when the cornerstone from the old St. 
James Methodist Church was opened. The church, built 
in Denver in 1891, was being torn down as the expansion 
of the business district had shouldered its parishioners out 
into the suburbs. Newspapers in the cornerstone adver- 
tised butter at 15 cents, coffee at 25 cents and men’s dress 
shirts at 87 cents. 

The important item to us, however, was this— 


“Johnson (of the wrecking company) pulled from the 
metal box, in which the newspapers were preserved, a 
Bible presented to the church by the American Bible 
Society.” 


On the flyleaf of the Bible was written in pencil, “‘Pre- 
sented to the St. James Methodist Episcopal Church at 
Denver by the American Bible Society, July 25, 1874.” 
Thus the Bible was one that had been used in the church 
for many years before being placed in the cornerstone. To 
many it was a surprise that the American Bible Society 
was working in the Rocky Mountain area that long ago. 
But, in fact, some of the first ministers who came into the 
area during the 1850’s were agents of the American Bible 
Society. The first religious services were held in Denver 
in 1858, and in 1862, when the Colorado Conference of 
the Methodist Church was organized, it was reported that 


every minister in the conference was an agent of : 
American Bible Society. That conference voted to ser 
$30 to the American Bible Society a year before any gi 
was made to the Church’s own mission board.

bookmarks? If you have them, 
we could use 2,000 more. The 
response to our announcement 
has been overwhelming, and we 
have, up to this date, sent out 
1,300 of them.” 

On Universal Bible Sunday, 
December 12, 1954, or the day 
preceding, major networks on 
both radio and television pre- 
sented programs honoring the 
Bible, as did numerous local 
programs. For annual Bible 
Sunday observance, 4,590,000 
copies of a special responsive 
reading in either four-page 
bulletin form or as a single 
insert sheet were in the hands of 
congregations throughout the 
land. 

These same churches used 
practically all of the 253,500 
posters prepared in English, 
and also asked for 1,272,000 
offering envelopes to assist indi- 
viduals in making gifts to the 
total work of the Society. 

Additional posters were pre- 
pared in Spanish to the extent 
of 11,000, and 21,000 posters were manufactured blank, 
without any wording at all and shipped overseas in time 
for imprinting in native languages—such, for instance, as 
4,000 in Portuguese for Brazil; 3,000 in Japanese; 3,000 
in Korean; and lesser quantities in Arabic, French, Dutch, 
Chinese, Greek and other tongues. 

Participation in Worldwide Bible Reading is known to 
have taken place in over 40 countries. 

The Society has produced a series of choice one-minute 
daily Bible readings for use throughout the year, which 
scores of T'V stations say they would be glad to use regu- 
larly if available to them. It costs $150 to make one set of 
prints of these, and at present the Society is unable to pro- 
vide the funds to answer the requests of the stations. 

In view of the fact that these one-minute Bible readings 
(there are one hundred in the set) can be used over and 
over for an indefinite period by a TV station, the Society is 
trying to find sponsors in local communities who will raise 
the $150 necessary to give a set to their local station. Most 
stations will use such a reading ineither opening or closing. 

Hundreds of letters have been received about Worldwide 
Bible Reading. Support for the program has come from 
many unusual places:

The Translations’ Secretary explains how cultural differences affect Bible Translation 


“Tue Western cowboy is generally regarded as entirely 
dedicated to his cattle, and so are the Dinkas of the Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan. But if an American cowboy has to make 
a choice between the life of his wife or sweetheart and the 
life of a favorite cow, he will certainly choose to defend 
his woman. However, this is not so true of Dinkas, who 
would in many instances choose to defend a favorite cow... 

“Purpose in culture may be easily perceived in the 
practice of female infanticide and the suicide of old people 
in Eskimo culture. In many instances there simply was 
not enough food, and hence the killing of female babies 
was a kind of protection for the society as a whole. Simi- 
larly, when men got beyond the age when they were able 
to be active hunters, they were usually expected to commit 
suicide or to induce friends or relatives to kill them ... 

“The people of West Africa are not on the whole 
economically insecure, but they have developed some very 
elaborate religious rites and ceremonies. Life in China, 
however, has been anything but secure. Nevertheless, one 
cannot accuse the Chinese of being a highly religious 
people. Except for a carryover of some aspects of anirnism 
in the philosophical cloak of Taoism the Chinese are very 
materialistic and earthy.” 

Dr. Nida is more and more becoming recognized as one 
of the world’s leading authorities on primitive languages. 
“Customs and Cultures” is the latest milestone in his 
colorful career.

Bishop Paul B. Kerns says in a small volume entitled 
“The Bible in This Era of Disorientation’: “If we are 
tempted to be pessimistic, we will be strengthened through 
a new study of the Bible. The description of the new 
heaven and the new earth that can be reached even now 
through the joint effort of God and man will stimulate us 
and give us courage. 

“When Jesus was talking about the kingdom of God, He 
was not talking about a speculative and impracticable 
society, just to be seen by man as a fantasy. He was think- 
ing of something practical for the sons of men, something 
that can become the basic structure of human society. 
Many times today we are tempted to grow faint before the 
menacing clouds of war, or the unjust distribution of 
wealth, or the prevalence of crime and violence, or the 
persistence of poverty and bitter misery. If we would 
tarry to consider these immediate aspects of our world, and 
not look upon our ideals nor depend upon our hopes, we 
would surrender to despair. But a searching glance at the 
eternal purposes of God that continually are going for- 
ward, such as they are declared in that revelation of His 
mind which we find in the Bible, sets our feet again on the 
real way of hope.” 

The redeeming message of the Bible, the Book of Hope, 
is needed now more than ever.
